J. Lunding, chairman of the board, Jewel Tea Co., Inc. and Nelson Poynter, 
editor and owner of the St. Petersburg, Florida, Times , and editor-publisher of 
the Congressional Quarterly. 

,f The addition of trustees from California, Illinois and Florida to our 
board is made in particular recognition of the increasing national and inter¬ 
national outlook of the university," said Dr. Thomas H. Carroll, university 
president and chairman of the board’s executive committee. 

Miss Cochran holds many aviation speed records for both jetvand reciprocat¬ 
ing afrcraft, and has been awarded more medals, citations and honors than any 
other woman flyer in the world. She is at the same time a successful business 
woman, and on two occasions has been chosen woman of the year for business by the 
Associated Press. She is the head of a large cosmetic manufacturing firm which 
bears her name. 

Miss Cochran and her husband, Floyd B. Odluip, live in Indio, California 
where they operate a large fruit ranch. 

Miss Cochran holds all important world speed records for reciprocating 
aircraft (such World War II planes as the Mustang and Thunderbolt), and the 
records will probably never be broken as this kind of airplane is no longer 
being developed.

Miss Cochran is the only woman who flying solo has wonr-.first prize in the 
Bendix Trans-continental Trophy races, and shw was the first woman to fly faster 
than sound. She is also the only woman civilian who has been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. 

Lunding graduated from George Washington University Law School in 1929. He 
joined Jewel Tea in 1931 as general counsel, and later, as assistant to the 
president, he took charge of food store operations. 

Lunding became president of Jewel Tea in 1942, chairman of the executive 
committee in 1951, and chairman of the board in 1954. He is a member of the 
boatd of directors of U.S. Steel Corporation, Illinois Bell Telephone Company 
of Chicago, Thomas Industries, Inc. of Louisville, and Supermarches, G.B. 
(Antwerp) and Super Bazars (Auderghem) of Belgium. 

A former chairman of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, Lunding is a 
trustee of the Committee for Economic Development, and since 1961, he has been 
president of the Crusade of Mercy, Inc. in Chicago. 

Poynter received his A.B. degree from Indiana University in 1924, and his 
A.M. degree from Yale University in 1927. He served as a reporter, business 
manager and editor in the Scripps-Howard newspaper chain, and as news editor 
of the Japan Times in Tokyo, before becoming editor and co-owner of the St. 
Petersburg Times in 1938. In 1943, he and his wife founded Congressional 
Quarterly Publications in Washington, D. C.

The American Association of Teachers of Slavic and East European Languages 
(AATSEEL) will hold its yearly national convention on Thursday and Friday, 

December 27, and 28, 1962, at the Ambassador Hotel, 1U12 K Street, NW. 

Mrs. Helen B . Yakobson, Chairman of the Department of Slavic Languages and 
Literatures at the George Washington University, national president of the 
association, has announced a varied program for the convention. Meetings are 
planned to answer needs of a practical nature in the teaching of Russian and the 
other languages as well as to report on the results of scholarly research. 

The association has made an outstanding record in expanding the teaching of 
Russian language studies on the secondary school level as well as the college 
level. A special committee of AATSEEL, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Yakobson, 
provided varied services such as bibliographies of teaching materials, serving as 
liason between teachers and institutions having vacancies, conducting statistical 
surveys, and offering guidance and encouragement to students who wish to choose 
teaching as a career. The work of this committee has sparked an increase in the 
number of secondary schools teaching Russian in 1957 from eleven to over eight 
hundred this year.
